MEMOIR OF REV. CHARLES ROBERT TAYLOR. 

Born at Seaboard, X. C., Xovember 29, 1855; converted 1867; 
licensed to preach 1874; joined the Virginia Conference Xovember, 
1878; married to Hattie Winfield Weaver December 11, 1878, and 
died August 27, 1908, at Fremont. These dates outline the life of 
a faithful and consecrated servant of God. 

Charles R. Taylor was a man of conviction and one who ever had 
the courage of his convictions. When a young man he felt called 
to preach. The conviction grew on him and he answered the call 
when only a lad. Soon after joining the Virginia Conference he 
heard the great cry for men of courage to carry the Gospel into the 
far West. Following his conviction he transferred to the Arkansas 
Conference, where he gave four years of faithful service. An in- 
stance in his life on the frontier is characteristic of the man. His 
field was a purely missionary one — few members — no congregations. 
But souls were there and he longed to reach them and be instru- 
mental in saving them. How to do it was the problem. It was 
cotton picking time and there was to be a contest in a neighboring 
community. Every one was paid for his services and a premium 
given to the one picking the most cotton. He entered the contest, 
unknown. At the close of the day he was hailed as the king cotton 
picker. In the midst of these congratulations he made liimself 
known as the Methodist Circuit Rider and invited them all out to 
hear him preach. After this the “cotton-picking preacher,” as he 
was called, never failed of a good hearing in that community, and 
was a favorite with all the people. He was happy and successful 
in these missionary labors, but after four years, failing health 
compelled his return. He was never physically strong, but after a 
year’s re“^t he was able to continue his ministerial work. 

He did not' preach theories, but the great fundamental facts he 
knew so well ; and with all the conviction of a prophet of old he 
declared the whole counsel of Go<l. He knew not how to smother 
the truth for personal praise, but like every good physician who 
gives the proper medicine to counteract the disease, he studied his 
congregations and preached sermons calculated to correct errors 
and destroy delusions. Sometimes, therefore, he was criticised, 
but always by man. He ever felt that God approved his work. 

Brother Taylor was a man of love. He had a great heart, a pas- 
sion for souls. He loved humanity. His heart sought the lost. 
His prayers, contributions and personal attentions found the needy. 
His only desire was to be helpful to his fellow-man. He responded 
to Paul’s exhortation, “Let this mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus; Who being in the form of God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal with God: But made himself of no reputation, and 

took upon himself the form of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of man.” 

He loved his friends. Fickleness found no place in his affections. 
The writer claims the honor of being one of these, and I ever found 
him true, constant and confiding:. I love his memory for the heart 
to heart talks we have had. He was not forward, rather reserved. 
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and only those knew him best who took the initiative in this matter 
of acquaintance. 

He loved his family. His was a happy home, a place where 
daughters and son, and father, and mother love to dwell where 
the tired soul and body, after loving labors for his Lord, could lind 
rest. Sister Taylor, a true helpmeet, Robert R., the only son, and 
three daughters, were most congenial home companions. Wliile 
they mourn their loss, they thank God for the life and love of the 
liead of their home and are following his Christian example. 

Brother Taylor was a man of God. His life was consistent. He 
lived Christianity six days and preached it the seventh. Even 
those who wanted to criticise him conceded his Christian character. 
That silent influence emitted by every life went forth from his to 
bless his fellow-man. Death had no sting for him. I saw him 
several times during his last sickness. Even then his thoughts were 
about his work. Like our Savior in his last hours, he thought not 
of himself, but others. In life, in death, he gave every assurance 
of c'onsecration, resignation and salvation. 

Charles R. Taylor served the Church in the Arkansas Conference 
1878-81, in the Virginia Conference ’82-92, and in the North Caro- 
lina Conference ’93-1908, the time of his death. Several times dur- 
ing his ministry, failing health compelled him to give up tempo- 
rarily the itinerant work, and Wanchese High School on Roanoke 
Island is a monument to his labors as a teacher. “Servant of 
God, well done.” R. L. Davis.

:memoir of g. s. prichard. 

George S. Prichard was born in Petersburg, Va., September 22d, 
1858. He was converted at the age of thirteen years and joined 
Market St. M. E. Church, South, in his native town. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary Allen September 22d, 1879. The Lord called him 
from earth May 30th, 1908. About twenty-five years ago Brother 
Prichard moved to North Carolina and up to the time of his death 
he had been closely identified with the tvork of the church in the 
bounds of our Conference and especially active in the Sunday 
School work. 

He was a model Sunday School superintendent. His plan was to 
know every member of his school and greet each one present every 
Sunday. He not only knew his teachers, but knew what kind of 
work each was doing with the class. He endeavored to cure the 
worldly-minded, indifferent, unprofitable teacher. If he failed to 
save, a change was made. 

The salvation of the children was his great purpose and all work- 
ing with him must work on that plan. Wherever he touched the 
Sunday School work there was speedy improvement. His religious 
life had been of steady growth from its beginning. His conversion 
was not a debatable subject with him. That had been positively 
settled when he surrendered all to his Lord back yonder when a 
thirteen year old boy. ^ 

Slender, straight in his physical frame, he stood firmly and walked 
with a solid step that told of a man with settled, unyielding prin- 
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eiples. There was that firm grasp of the hand and straight, honest 
look of the eye which told of a genuine strength of a manly, brave 
man. 

In his business life he was diligent, earnest and true to all the 
interests committed to his care. 

In the social circle as pure and gentle as a woman. 

As a friend, he was always true, gentle and brotherly. 

In his home he was a tender, gentle, loving husband; a thought- 
ful, careful father. He had given many years of service as a mem- 
ber of our Conference Sunday School Board, and at the time of his 
death was our honored and loved chairman, ever giving time and 
labor as needed for the fullest development of our Sunday School 
interests. He met the last enemy as bravely as he had met the 
duties of life. He entered the final conflict with his armor on. He 
fell with his face to the foe, while the stamp of victory was upon 
his brow as he entered triumphantly into his inheritance. 

To his devoted wife and four sons we tender our sincere sympa- 
thy and pray the Father’s watchful care to be* over them.

We heartily endorse the Sunday League of America, and also the 
North Carolina Sabbath Association. 

We would ask our preachers to preach at least once a year on this 
subject, and also to read this report in each congregation.

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Your board is pleased to note that progress has been made in the 
League work during the past year. We note an increase of ten in the 
number of senior chapters, but a loss of two in the number of juniors. 
There is also a net loss in the membership of both. We are confident, 
however, that the increased activity on the part of the present member- 
ship will more than offset the loss. As indicated in the report of the 
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Conference Secretary, the Leagues are undertaking practical work in 
all departments. This increased activity is due, largely to the inspiring 
League Conference held at Smithfield last June, and to the untiring 
efforts of the Conference officers and district secretaries. We most 
heartily endorse the work they are doing, and call upon our preachers 
and people to unite to make the conference to be held with this church 
next summer a greater success than the last one. 

We are greatly rejoiced to know that the League Conference has 
assumed the support of Rev. Zenski Hinohara, so well and favorably 
known by the members of this Conference. 

In spite of advances made, the fact remains that there is much room 
for improvement. There are in this Conference 180 charges and over 
700 organized churches, and only fifty-two Senior and eight Junior 
Leagues. There are about seventy-five thousand members of the Church, 
and only about two thousand members of the League. In view of these 
facts, we are convinced that there is either a great deal of ignorance 
or indifference somewhere, as to the possibilities of the League. Be- 
cause our pastors fail to use the organization, they are handicapping 
themselves, depriving the young people of their rights, and working 
untold harm to the Church. This failure will result in even greater 
damage to the future Church. 

We recommend that our presiding elders, in holding quarterly con- 
ferences make diligent inquiry into the possibility of organizing the 
League in each pastoral charge, and where a senior is not practicable, 
to insist that a junior be organized. We believe in the importance of 
the junior as a preparation for the senior. 

That our pastors call upon the district secretaries where assistance is 
needed in organizing. 

That the presiding elders, in making plans for the district conferences, 
provide for one session of the League Conference, to be devoted to the 
League work, to be in charge of the district secretary. 

That an effort be made to unite all the young people’s organizations 
of the church not recognized by the Discipline, with the League. 

We endorse the literature provided by our General Secretary and 
Publishing Agents, such as the reading course, department helps, and 
the Epworth Era, and urge that our pastors make themselves familiar 
with this literature, and undertake to secure its circulation among the 
young people. 

We further recommend that the chapters make use of the League 
Department in the Raleigh Christian Advocate. We endorse the editor 
of this department, and request that he be continued as editor. 

We heartily appreciate the great address of Bishop Wilson and his 
unstinted endorsement of the League work. The earnest prayers of the 
Leagues throughout our Conference will follow him.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

In the religious life are found the strongest motives and incentives 
for education. Infidelity has no right to boast of its culture. It has 
not in it the forces that produce the highest mental activities. The 
students who crowd our institutions of learning to-day come from the 
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homes of church-going people, and they are stirred by aspirations that 
are born in their religious life. The gospel of Christ in its essential 
nature calls out the highest possibilities of a man, and the very processes 
of his religious development compel him to covet earnestly the best gifts. 
Hence education is the natural work of the church. She has felt the 
call from the beginning, and her labors in this field have put the world 
under obligations which it can never pay. And never was there a time 
when Christian men and women should stand more loyally to these 
institutions of the church than to-day. Neither greed for gold, nor 
love of power, should be allowed to lure us away from our fidelity to 
those eternal principles according to which we have come to our present 
heritage. 

THE GENERAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The report of our General Board to this Conference shows the past 
year to have been one of varying prosperity to the educational institu- 
tions of our own Church. The money put into buildings shows an 
increase of $19,360 over the preceding year, and the value of scientific 
equipment shows an increase of $27,633. To our libraries have been 
added 59,453 volumes, while our Church now has in endowment funds 
$4,051,463. This shows an increase for the past year of $155,247. We 
are pained to note that the income of these institutions throughout our 
Church shows a decrease, both from tuition and from annual conference 
assessments, and the number of students enrolled likewise shows a 
decrease of 1,011. It is pleasing, however, to note that the number of 
students looking to the ministry shows an increase of 113. While 
some of these figures are not so cheering as we could wish, there are 
elements of growth in them; and the falling off at certain points may 
be accounted for by the unusual financial depression of the times. 
They should only incite us to stronger and more united efforts to push 
forward this great cause. 

UNIVERSITIES. 

Vanderbilt University . — No report from any department of this great 
institution has come to your Board this year. We can not, therefore, 
give any information as to its progress. From the reports of our exam- 
ining committees, we note that most of our undergraduates in the Con- 
ference Course are taking this course through the Correspondence 
School. We are gratified at this, and trust that it will continue to be 
the case. We earnestly commend all the departments of this institution 
to the patronage of our people. 

Trinity College . — This institution has our abiding love and confidence. 
We owe a debt of gratitude to the heroic Christian men who have toiled 
so faithfully through the years to bring it to its present high state of 
efficiency and service in the cause of Christian education. In its stand- 
ard of scholarship it is surpassed by none in all this Southland. The 
members of its faculty are scholarly men, trained for and devoted to 
their work; and they constantly seek to develop high ideals of manhood 
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and womanhood in those committed to their care. We are exceedingly 
gratified at the continued growth of this beloved institution. Last 
June it graduated the largest class in its history. It conferred the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts upon 46 persons, and the degree of Master 
of Arts upon 7 persons. In all departments to date this scholastic year 
there have matriculated 449 students, and the Freshman class numbers 
142 — a large increase over any previous Freshman class. Your Board 
is also gratified on account of the increasing interest which the alumni 
of the institution are taking in its growth and larger usefulness. We 
bespeak for this movement the heartiest cooperation of all those who have 
attended this institution. No better work could be done for the cause 
.of Christian education within our bounds than to turn the youth of our 
people toward the classic halls of Trinity College. It stands not only 
for scholarship, but also for Christian scholarship; and because we have 
the best to offer that our people can find, we invite their patronage and 
cooperation. 

SECONDARY CHURCH SCHOOLS. 

Greenshoro Female College . — ^Your Board is gratified to learn that 
this historic institution has had another year of prosperity. The 
past year shows an enrollment of 220, and the Trustees report that 
this number could have been increased, if there had been sufficient 
dormitory room. The college is now entirely full, and even local patron- 
age has been turned away for lack of recitation room. The indebted- 
ness of the institution has been decreased $2,950 during the past year. 
The Trustees report that the endowment fund in cash and subscriptions 
has now reached $92,500. Of this amount, $7,500 was secured at the 
recent session of the W^estem North Carolina Conference. It is desired 
to provide for the remaining $7,500 necessary to complete the $100,000 
endowment at this session of our Conference. For this purpose a special 
form of note for this amount has been prepared. It provides that all 
sums not hitherto subscribed which the Treasurer of said college can 
secure within the bounds of our Conferences during the next two years 
shall be applied to the payment of this note. If this shall not pay it 
in full, it is further provided that whatever assessment this Conference 
may make for said college shall be applied towards paying it so far as 
may be necessary. If there shall still be a deficiency, it provides that 
the individuals signing the note shall be responsible for the deficiency, 
and the note does not become binding upon any one until at least fifty 
persons shall have signed it. Your Board has carefully scrutinized this 
plan to safeguard the Conference as such from becoming legally or 
morally responsible for any amount; and with this understanding your 
Board recommends that the Conference endorse this plan of completing 
this endowment fund. The Board recommends that the Conference 
confirm the nomination of G. T. Adams as Trustee of Greensboro Female 
College. 

Louishurg Female College . — This institution has had another pros- 
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peroiis year. The dormitories are all crowded, and the number of stu- 
dents could be very much increased if there were room to receive them. I 

The President is assisted by an able corps of twelve teachers. It is the 

policy of the college to employ none but thoroughly consecrated men •; 

and women, and it is their aim to give the training that will produce f 

the highest type of Christian womanhood. For the year ending Decem- 
ber 1st, the enrollment is 159. We are gratified to note that every girl 
now in this institution is a professing Christian. Your Board recom- 
mends that the following nominations be confirmed as Trustees of | 

Louisburg Female College: L. S. Massey, D. B. Zollicoflfer, J. T. Flythe, 

J. H. Shore, B. W. Ballard, Z. W. Lyon, A. J. Parker, F. B. McKinne, 
and G. F. Smith. 

Your Board further recommends that the commission, consisting of 
A. P, Tyer, L. S. Massey and D. B. ZollicofiTer, having this institution " 

in hand and authorized to effect its legal transfer to the Conference, ‘ | 

be continued until such time as it may complete its work and turn the 
property over to the Board of Trustees herein provided for. 

Trinity Park School . — The superior advantages of this school for 
doing high-class preparatory work are becoming well known to our 
people. Its location on the campus of Trinity College makes it possible 
for the students of this school to have the use of the college library 
and gymnasium. There is also a stronger stimulus to higher education 
than could otherwise be furnished. Experience shows that about 90 
per cent of its graduates take up college work. Your Board heartily 
commends it to the patronage of our people. 

SECONDARY AFFILIATED SCHOOLS. 

Littleton Female College . — Since its opening in September, 229 stu- 
dents have matriculated in this institution, 211 of whom are boarding 
pupils. There are ten officers and fifteen teachers, well equipped for 
their work, engaged in furnishing Christian education to these pupils. 

The President reports an endowment fund of $13,000, with the hope of 
increasing this amount at an early date. This institution is doing a 
valuable work in the cause of Christian education. Your board heartily 
commends it to our people. 

We desire to call the especial attention of the Conference to our 
school for girls, now being enterprised at Maxton, N. C. This school 
is splendidly situated in the midst of a most prosperous and growing 
section, and a most sturdy people. Hitherto this wide section has been 
without a Methodist school, and we have lost much and suffered much 
for lack of school facilities there. We bespeak the good will of the 
whole Conference for this institution, and commend the movement to 
the good will and aid of our preachers. The board recommends that 
the Conference confirm the following as trustees of this institution: 

M. Bradshaw, W. F. Gibson, A. P. Tyer, W. N. Everett, W. H. Neal, 

W. H. Humphrey, W. J. Upchurch and W. B. Cooper. 
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Your board makes the following recommendations: 

1. That the matter of a midyear meeting of the board be left with 
the President and Secretary of the board and the President of Trinity 
College, 

2. That the Conference ask the Bishop to make the following appoint- 
ments : 

Rev. J. C. Kilgo, D.D., President of Trinity College. 

Rev. E. A. Yates, D.D., lectureship in Trinity College. 

Rev, H. M. North, Headmaster of Trinity Park School. 

Rev. J. M, Rhodes, President of Littleton Female College. 

Rev. J, L. Cuninggim, Director of Correspondence School, Vander- 
bilt University. 

Rev, E. ^IcWhorter, Financial Agent of Maxton School for Girls. 

Rev. W. G. Stanbury, Professor in Trinity Park School. 

Rev. T, G. Vickers, Student at Trinity College, 

3. That a commission consisting of Revs. A. P. Tyer and L. S. Mas- 
sey, and Hon. T. J. Jarvis, be appointed to meet with the Board of 
Education of the W. N. C. Conference at its next session to see if some 
definite policy, mutually satisfactory, can not be adopted with reference 
to those institutions of learning in which the two Conferences hold 
joint property interests. 

4. That an assessment of $3,000 be made for Greensboro Female Col- 
lege; $5,000 for Trinity College, $2,000 of which shall be applied to 
the Chair of Biblical Literature, and the remainder to create a sinking 
fund for the payment of our part of the bonded indebtedness of this 
institution; and $2,020 for Educational Extension. The apportion- 
ment by Districts is as follows:

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The Committee on Books and Periodicals wish to emphasize anew the 
importance of our church literature. We realize that if the claims of 
Methodism are to be adequately and justly presented throughout the 
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bounds of this Conference, and if the rising generation are to know what 
Methodism has done, and is now doing, if they are to comprehend the 
significance of the battles it has fought and is now fighting, the victories 
it has won and is now winning, it is supremely necessary that our 
church literature be spread abroad among the fifteen thousand Methodist 
' homes of the North Carolina Conference. 

From the report submitted to our committee by Dr. Thomas N. Ivey, 
editor of the Raleigh Christian Advocate, our Conference Organ, we 
learn with regret that the Advocate has not received the financial sup- 
port it justly deserves. Ably edited and almost perfect in the simple 
excellence of its mechanical make-up, a potent factor in the progress 
of Methodism at home and abroad, the Raleigh Christian Advocate 
ought to go to every Methodist home in the North Carolina Conference. 
We learn that at present it goes to not quite half of these homes. Since 
the new postal laws went into effect last April, there have been 1322 
subscribers to discontinue. Of course there have been some additions 
to the subscription list, but for the year now ending there has been a 
net loss of 588 in the number of subscribers. And owing to the general 
financial stringency the advertising has also suffered. 

After considering carefully the foregoing facts we wish to recommend 
that steps be taken by this Conference to increase the circulation of the 
paper and thereby to place it in more Methodist homes. We are 

of the opinion that if the proper man can be found to act as Soliciting 

Agent for the Advocate, it would be wise to place him in the field at 

once. Feeling doubly sure, as we do, that the increase in subscriptions 

and advertising resulting from his labor would more than pay his 
salary and traveling expenses, we recommend that this Conference con- 
sider the advisability of appointing such an agent. 

Believing further that it would be wise for the Conference to own 
a controlling interest in the stock of the Advocate Company, we wish 
to recommend that the Business Manager canvass within the bounds of 
our Conference and solicit subscriptions to purchase any shares that may 
be for sale until the Conference secures a controlling interest in the 
paper. 

• We wish to recommend that the Conference request the Bishop to 
reappoint Dr. Thomas N. Ivey as editor of the Advocate. 

We have received from Messrs. Smith and Lamar, Agents for our 
publishing house, a very encouraging report. We note with pleasure 
the increasing prosperity of that institution. We urge that our minis- 
ters call the attention of their people to the publications of this house, 
and to keep them informed at all times of the good, wholesome books 
that are issued therefrom. We are glad to direct attention to the two 
new publications launched by our publishing house last year, namely, 
the Adult Student and the Primary Teacher. Both of these publica- 
tions, our agents report, are winning a good circulation. 

We wish also to commend most heartily our other excellent Sunday 
School publications, and also the Epworth Era, the Methodist Quarterly

The MetJwdiet Hand Book, by Dr. Thos. N. Ivey, is a veritable store- 
house of valuable information, and we feel that it should be in the 
hands of every minister and in every home of this Conference. 

We have learned from Bro. W. L. Grissom that only about six hun- 
dred copies of the first volume of his valuable History of Methodism 
in North Carolina have been disposed of during the two and a half 
or three years since it appeared. This is certainly not the sort of 
encouragement that should be given the author of so important a 
woik. Brother Grissom appeared before our committee and made a 
few remarks relative to his book. He has now material in hand for 
a second volume which will bring the history down to 1837, but he 
does not see how he can afford to publish the second volume unless the 
remaining 400 copies of the first volume are disposed of. 

We recommend that this Conference give Brother Grissom the moral 
support and encouragement necessary to enable him to dispose of the 
remaining copies of the first volume of his book, and that we also 
pledge ourselves individually for a sufficient number of copies of the 
second volume to enable him to proceed with its preparation and pub- 
lication.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Conference Board of Missions has given careful consideration 
to all matters coming before it, and begs leave to submit its annual 
report. 

We wish to make special mention of the Laj’men’s Missionary Move- 
ment. It is the most significant movement that has arisen in the church 
in many years. We give it our most hearty endorsement. The Laymen 
of our own church have said that we can, and we will do our part in 
evangelizing the world in this generation, and they have pledged them- 
selves to raise one million dollars for Foreign Missions during the 
ensuing year. May their hopes and ours be realized. We note with 
pleasure the action of the laymen of the North Carolina Conference in 
putting Dr. D. B. Zollicoffer in the field as lay-leader of the movement. 
We welcome him as a co-worker in our missionary work, and stand 
ready to cooperate with him in every possible way. 

Notwithstanding unfavorable financial conditions the collections for 
both Foreign and Domestic Missions have been good. While some dis- 
tricts have fallen behind and have not paid their assessment in full, 
others have overpaid, and the Conference as a whole has overpaid both 
assessments. The following is a statement of receipts by districts as 
given by the joint Board of Finance:

Considerable attention has been given by the board to the missionary 
problems confronting us in the bounds of the North Carolina Conference. 
There are several classes for whom our church is doing very little. We 
refer to the negroes, the Jews, and other foreigners. No forward 
movement has been taken by the board looking to the evangelization of 
these neglected classes, but it is to be hoped that the day is not far 
distvant when it will be able to do so. By far the larger part of the 
domestic missionary funds is directed to weak charges in cotton mill 
and rural communities. The need of help in these fields is very great, 
and seems to be increasing. We wish to call upon presiding elders, 
preachers, and official boards to relieve the board as rapidly as possible 
of the necessity of helping charges able to support themselves. That we 
may have more money to use in really needy fields. The calls for 
help are greater this year than ever before. The appropriation applied 
for would amount to more than three thousand dollars in excess of the 
assessment for the past year. The board has not thought it wise to 
make any increase in the assessment, yet it has allowed appropriations 
amounting to two thousand dollars in excess of the assessment. We, 
therefore, call upon the church, and especially the stronger charges, to 
disregard the assessment and give as they are able. Many charges could 
easily pay twice the amount apportioned to them for Domestic Missions, 
and we hope they will do so. Bro. Henry A. Page has agreed to lead 
the campaign for a two thousand dollar surplus for domestic missions.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WO^L\N’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY OF THE NORTH CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

There are 118 adult auxiliaries, with 2,540 members. Eight auxiliaries 
organized and 93 members added. 

There are 23 Young People’s Societies, and 850 members. We have 60 
juvenile bands. Five bands organized during the year. Of young people 
and juvenile members there are 5,549. New life members 36. We have 
20 honorary life members and 6 life patrons, total number of life mem- 
bers 266. The Woman’s Missionary Advocate has 550 subscribers, the 
Little Worker 420. 

We have 9 scholarships: 

The Lula Hester Rhodes in Mary Keener Institute, in Mexico. Sup- 
ported by Littleton Female College. 

Mary Pescud, Rio, Brazil. Supported by the Young Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of Edenton Street Church, Raleigh. 

Emma Page Scholarship, Brazil. Supported by W. F. M. Society of 
the Rockingham District. 

Frances and Mary Hay in the Lucy Cuninggim Memorial School, in 
Wonsan, Korea. Supported by the W. F. M. Society of Centenary. 
Church, New Bern. 

Fannie Westbrook, in Bello Horizonte, Brazil. Supported by Faison 
W. F. M. Society. 

Emma Finlayson, Bello Horizonte, Brazil. This is also supported by 
the W. F. M. Societv of Faison. 
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Mamie Barrett in Petropolis, Brazil. Supported by the Young People’s 
F. M. S. of Franklinton. 

Elizabeth Stagg, in Rio, Brazil. Supported by the Bright Jewels of 
Trinity Church, Durham. Trinity Church’s Young People’s Society 
support a student in Japan. 

Seven missionaries have been supported, some of whom are Miss Mary 
T. Pescud, at Petropolis, Brazil; Miss Elizabeth S. Davis, at Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil; Miss Elizabeth Law, in Bello Horizonte, Brazil, the 
first part of the year, and in Porto Alegia the latter part ; Miss Mattie 
M. Ivey, in Korea. We have also supported one missionary candidate 
at the Scarritt Bible and Training School. 

Blanks and literature have been regularly sent to the societies. 

The children of this Conference merit great praise in raising over 
five hundred dollars this year, as well as most every other for the last 
fifteen years, to help support the Mary Black Hospital in Soo Chow, 
China. But this amount does not near meet the demand. Think of 
Dr. Margaret Polk, the physician in charge, with eleven thousand 
patients last year, and not one American nurse. Dr. Polk writes that 
her native helper has completely broken down in health, and in order 
for the Doctor to get on at all, she is compelled to refuse to attend all 
out-calls or to perform any operations. May all the parents of all the 
children become interested in this hospital. 

On our pledge of $6,750 for the support of missionaries and hospital, 
there was a small deficit. While we know this state of things should 
not exist, and we greatly deplore it; we are thankful to say that our 
totals break the record of our collections for over thirty years — crossing 
the line on the up-grade of the ten-thousand-dollar mark. Except the 
pledge, all other collections are up. 

The plan for organizing all' of our young people, I regret to say, has 
not been carried, out. Miss Dasie Davies’ inspiring talks at the few 
places she visited while in our State should have enthused all who 
heard her, and set them to work. Had such been the case, our Young 
People’s Societies would be numbered by the hundred to-day. Mrs. 
J. B. Cobb, Secretary for the Young People in the M. E. Church, South, 
had planned for her an itinerary in our Conference, but illness pre- 
vented her filling it. 

Our Week of Prayer and Thanksgiving has been very generally ob- 
served, and the blessings of spirituality and temporality accruing there- 
from prove to a great extent a storage battery for months to come. 

I regret to report but few Mission Study Circles. The women who 
are improving this great opportunity are wonderfully stirred. Infor- 
mation is all many need to enlist them in active work. 

They who inform not themselves will not be guiltless in His sight. 
Think of being ignorant of the blessed fact that the receipts for the first 
fiscal year of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the M. E. 
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Cluirch, South, were $4,014.27, and that the past year shows an increase 
of more than two hundred and twenty-one thousand over the first year! 

Our missionary literature is not half read, for if our 900,000 women 
knew that more than forty millions of heathen are assigned to our 
Southern church for their evangelization they would never be content 
with sending only twenty-seven missionaries to the heathen field. Think 
of the awful prayer going up from our missionaries in Korea: “We in 
Korea are asking the Lord of the harvest to stay His hand and send us 
no more inquirers till the church at home sends us more laborers.” This 
is our last message from our workers there. 

“O, who will go and help to-day?”

REPORT No. 1 OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance desire to record both their gratifica- 
tion and gratitude, at the rapid and strong growth of the temperance 
and prohibition sentiment in our own national commonwealth, and also 
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in some of the governments beyond the sea. It betokens the influence 
of the gospel of Christ on individual self-restraint, and augurs a better 
national and home life, and larger success for the church. 

The prevalence and aggressiveness of this sentiment in our own State, 
as expressed in the vote in May last, is especially gratifying. 

North Carolina has a noble and honorable history behind her, but no 
one thing in our history will shed more luster on her record than the 
vote to repress the liquor traffic by the strong arm of the law and place 
her name high on the honor roll of “Dry States.” It was a great moral 
victory, for which the people properly give thanks. 

But our work is not yet done. It is one thing to influence the enact- 
ment of a statute and another thing to secure its enforcement. The appeal 
to the appetite on the one hand and the greed of easy gain on the other, 
will prompt the lawless and vicious element to frequent violations of the 
law. In the instance of our prohibition of the manufacture and sale of 
liquor there was strong opposition. There were those who did not be- 
lieve in State prohibition, but in local option, but who favored prohibi- 
tion themselves. There were those who were opposed to prohibition 
outright. And these, as a rule, will be indifferent to. any rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws. And the friends of the saloon, especially those who 
have financial interests involved, will wish to make the law as odious as 
possible, so as to secure its repeal. The experiment of State prohibition 
is now on trial with us, and its success or failure will depend on how 
the law is enforced, so that its object may be accomplished and its 
beneficial effects realized. It will be necessary that those who secured 
the enactment of the law shall see that it is enforced. To do this will 
require organized effort. Tlie Anti-saloon League has now entered 
upon a well-defined effort to secure law and order enforcement, and we 
wish to express to them our purpose of hearty cooperation in their work, 
and hereby pledge to them our sympathy and moral support. 

As this organization will need funds to carry on its work successfully, 
and as these funds must come from the voluntary contributions of the 
people, we recommend the observance of “Field Day,” as suggested by the 
Executive Committee of the League, by all our pastors, if practicable, 
to aid in securing the necessary finances. 

We wish here to express our hearty approval of the course of our 
Superior Court Judges in their evident purpose to make the prohibition 
laws effective by the infliction of adequate penalties, and we believe 
that they will continue to visit the violations of the law with penalties 
sufficiently rigid, as to have a strong deterrent effect upon any who may 
be disposed to evade or break the law. 

We heartily disapprove of the issuance of Federal license in prohibi- 
tion territory, and we respectfully urge our members in Congress to use 
their influence to secure the passage of such laws as will put liquors 
shipped into prohibition territory, under the police laws of the State 
into which they are shipped. 
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We also respectfully petition our next Legislature to pass such laws 
as will give proper restriction to the sale of cocaine, morphine and 
other opiates. 

In compliance with the wish of the Executive Committee of the 
Anti-saloon League, we hereby request the Bishop to appoint Rev. R. L. 

I Davis, Superintendent of the North Carolina Anti-saloon League.

The North Carolina Conference was set off from the Virginia Conference in February, 1837. In 1850, 
and again in 1870, North Carolina territory in the South Carolina Conference was transferred to this 
Conference. In 1890 North Carolina territory in the Holston Conference and in the Virginia Con- 
ference, except that beyond the Chowan Rivre, was transferred to the North Carolina Conference, and 
the Conference was divided into the North Carolina and Western Morth Carolina Conferences. In 1894 
the remaining North Carolina territory in the Virginia Conference was transferred to the North Caro- 
lina Conference. So now the two Conferences embrace the whole of North Carolina.
